be  associated  with  them,  with  their  successors,  be  and  they 
are  hereby  constituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate  by  the 
name  of  The  Middlesex  County  Historical  Society,  to 
be  located  at  Middletown,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the 
study  of  historical  and  genealogical  subjects  in  general,  and 


especially  in  relation  to  said  county,  and   for  the  collection 
and  preservation  of  objects  illustrative  of  history. 

Sec.  2.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  make  and 
adopt  a  constitution  and  such  by-laws  as  it  may  from  time  to 
time  deem  best,  regulating  thereby  all  matters  concerning  the 
objects,  membership,  and  government  of  said  corporation, 
and  shall  have  such  other  powers  as  belong  to  a  corporation 
under  the  laws  of  this  state. 

Sec.  3.  Said  corporation  may  purchase,  hold,  convey  or 
mortgage  any  real  or  personal  estate  to  an  amount  not  at  any 
time  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars,  which,  together  with 
the  income  thereof,  used  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  shall  be 
exempt  from  taxation. 

Sec.  4.  Said  corporation  shall  meet  once  each  year  in  the 
town  of  Middletown  for  the  election  of  such  officers  as  shall 
be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws;  provided,  however,  that  in  case 
of  failure  to  hold  said  meeting,  or  to  elect  its  officers,  said 
corporation  shall  not  thereby  be  dissolved,  and  said  officers 
shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  5.  The  first  annual  meeting  of  said  corporation  shall 
be  held  at  such  time  and  place  in  said  Middletown  as  shall  be 
designated  by  Rev.  A.  W.  Hazen,  Albert  R.  Crittenden,  and 
George  A.  Craig,  or  any  two  of  them,  five  days'  notice  thereof 
being  given  by  them  by  mail  to  each  member  of  the  society, 
and  thereafter,  annual  meetings  and  all  other  meetings  shall 
be  held  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  by-laws  of 
said  society. 

Approved  April  18,  1901. 
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ARTICLE  I. 

MEMBERSHIP  AND  DUES 

Section  1.  The  membership  of  the  Society  shall 
consist  of  four  classes:  Resident,  Corresponding,  Life 
and  Honorary  Members. 

Resident  Members  shall  be  residents  of  Middlesex 
County  or  former  Resident  Members  who  live  outside 
the  county  and  continue  to  pay  the  dues  of  Resident 
membership.  Only  such  members  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  be  eligible  to 
hold  office. 

Corresponding  Members  shall  be  former  residents 
of  Middlesex  County,  or  other  persons  residing  outside 
the  county,  who  are  interested  in  the  purpose  of  the 
Society  and  who  desire  to  be  affiliated  with  it.  When 
present  at  meetings  corresponding  members  may  take 
part  in  discussions  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote. 

Life  members  shall  be  such  resident  and  corresponding 
members  as  shall  commute  their  payments  of  annual 
dues  by  a  single  donation  as  hereinafter  provided.  They 
shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  resident  member- 


ship  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  annual 
dues. 

Honorary  Members  shall  be  persons  who  have 
rendered  important  services  in  historical  research,  in 
literature,  in  art,  or  in  science.  There  shall  be  no 
admission  fee  nor  annual  dues  for  Honorary  Members. 

Section  2.  Applications  for  membership  shall  be 
filed  with  the  Membership  Committee.  This  Committee 
shall  submit  a  written  report  signed  by  at  least  two  of 
its  members  at  the  earliest  meeting  of  the  Society.  A 
vote  by  ballot  may  then  be  taken  upon  each  nomination 
separately.  If  an  application  receives  two  or  more 
negative  votes  he  shall  be  deemed  to  have  failed  of 
election.  Applications  for  admission  may  be  renewed 
after  six  months. 

Annual  dues  for  Resident  and  Corresponding  Mem- 
berships shall  be  ^3.00.  Additional  members  of  the 
same  immediate  family  shall  be  required  to  pay  only 
^1.00  each. 

Section  3.  An  admission  fee  of  ^3.00  shall  ac- 
company the  application  and  be  in  lieu  of  all  dues 
for  current  year,  but  in  case  of  an  additional  member 
of  the  same  immediate  family  the  fee  shall  be  ^1.00. 
In  case  the  applicant  fails  of  election,  the  fee  shall  be 
returned. 

Any  member  may  become  a  Life  Member  upon  the 
payment  of  ^100.00  or  its  equivalent  in  the  form  of  a 
special  gift  or  other  valuable  considerations.  If  pay- 
ment is  received  in  the  form  of  cash,  it  shall  be  accredited 
to  the  Life  Membership  Fund. 


Section  4.  A  copy  of  the  by-laws  shall  be  presented 
to  each  member  upon  admission  to  the  Society.  In  case 
of  delinquency  in  payment  of  dues  the  Treasurer  shall 
notify  the  member  in  arrears  and  if  failure  to  pay 
persists  for  two  consecutive  years,  it  shall  operate  as  a 
forfeiture  of  membership  and  withdrawal  from  the 
Society. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OFFICERS  AND  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a 
President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary  and  a 
Treasurer.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee 
consisting  of  eight  members;  a  Committee  on  Mem- 
bership consisting  of  five  members;  a  House  Committee 
consisting  of  from  three  to  nine  members;  and  a  Finance 
Committee  consisting  of  at  least  three  members  in 
addition  to  the  Treasurer  as  chairman. 

Section  2.  The  President,  the  Vice-Presidents,  the 
Secretary,  the  Treasurer,  the  chairman  of  the  House 
Committee,  and  the  chairman  of  the  Membership  Com- 
mittee shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee.  The  officers  and  standing  committee  shall 
be  chosen  by  ballot  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Section  3.  The  President  shall  preside  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee; he  shall  call  special  meetings  of  the  Society 
or  of  the  Executive  Committee  whenever  he  shall 
deem  it  necessary,  or  whenever  he  shall  be  requested 
in  writing  by  three  or  more  Resident  Members  of  the 


Society,  or  by  any  two  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee.  He  shall  deliver  or  provide  for  an  address 
at  the  annual  meeting. 

In  case  of  absence  or  incapacity  of  the  President, 
his  duties  shall  devolve  upon  the  first  Vice-President, 
the  second  Vice-President,  the  chairman  of  the  House 
Committee,  the  chairman  of  the  Membership  Committee 
in  the  order  named. 

Section  4.  The  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  corre- 
spondence of  the  Society  and  keep  an  accurate  record 
of  its  transactions,  including  the  items  of  interest  and 
importance  resulting  from  meetings  of  the  Executive 
and  other  Committees. 

He  shall  preserve  all  records,  letters  and  papers 
which  belong  to  his  office,  and  keep  a  list  of  all  books, 
objects  and  historical  materials  of  every  description 
given  or  loaned  to  the  Society,  carefully  noting  the 
conditions  upon  which  each  article  is  loaned  or  given. 

He  shall  send  to  each  member  a  written  or  printed 
notice  of  every  meeting  of  the  Society  and  notify 
each  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  whenever 
a  meeting  of  this  Committee  is  to  be  held. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  he  shall 
present  a  written  resume  from  the  minutes  and 
records  of  his  office  of  all  the  items  of  interest  which 
have  occurred  throughout  the  year. 

Section  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  full  record 
of  all  receipts  and  disbursements,  including  any  be- 
quests or  donations,  of  which  he  shall  keep  a  separate 
account,  and  he  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  the  funds 
of  the  Society,  paying  out  moneys  only  on  the  written 
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approval  of  three  members  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
other  than  himself. 

He  shall  at  the  annual  meeting  give  a  detailed  report 
of  his  accounts  as  Treasurer,  which  report  shall  have 
been  previously  audited  by  a  committee  appointed  for 
that  purpose  at  each  annual  meeting. 

Section  6.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have 
general  charge  of  the  affairs  and  property  of  the 
Society  and  of  the  programs  of  meetings.  It  may  fill 
vacancies  in  any  office  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of 
the  Society.    Three  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

This  Committee  may  purchase  books,  pictures,  furni- 
ture, and  various  objects  of  special  historical  value, 
desirable  for  the  purpose  of  the  Society,  and  may 
appoint  suitable  persons  for  the  care  and  custody  of 
such  property,  but  the  Committee  shall  not  incur  any 
expenditures  in  excess  of  the  appropriation  made  by 
the  Society  for  the  foregoing  purpose. 

This  Committee  shall  not  sell,  loan,  or  alienate  any 
books,  articles  or  other  property  of  the  Society  unless 
authorized  by  vote  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Society 
or  at  a  meeting  specially  called  for  the  purpose. 

Section  7.  The  House  Committee,  subject  to  the 
general  authority  of  the  Executive  Committee,  shall 
have  direct  charge  and  care  of  the  Society's  house  and 
of  its  contents,  including  all  collections,  and  shall  have 
supervision  of  the  house  and  of  the  collections  therein 
whenever  they  are  open  to  the  public.  The  House 
Committee,  under  similar  conditions,  shall  have  power 
to  accept  or  decline  gifts  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  shall 
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be  responsible  for  the  appointment  and  supervision  of 
a  custodian  of  the  house  and  of  the  collection. 

Section  8.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have 
charge  of  the  financial  transactions  of  the  Society  and 
of  the  custody  and  investment  of  its  funds  and  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  present  a  budget 
for  the  ensuing  year.  Purchases,  sales  and  transfers 
of  investments  shall  be  made  only  on  written  approval 
of  three  members  of  the  Finance  Committee,  but  for 
this  purpose  the  President  may  count  as  a  member  of 
the  Committee. 

ARTICLE  III. 

MEEETINGS 

Section  1.  Regular  meetings  shall  be  held  on  the 
third  Tuesday  of  every  month  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  vote  of  the  Society.  Special  meetings  may 
be  called  by  the  President  as  provided  in  Article  II. 
The  regular  meeting  of  the  month  of  April  shall  be 
the  annual  meeting. 

Section  2.  Five  resident  members  shall  constitute 
a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

ARTICLES   RECEIVED   ON   DEPOSIT 

Section  L  All  papers  and  other  articles  deposited 
with  the  Society  shall  be  receipted  for  by  the  Secre- 
tary with  suitable  notation  of  their  condition  and  care- 
fully preserved  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  shall  be  delivered  to  the  owner  at  any 
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time  upon  the  surrender  of  said  receipt,  or  of  other 
proof  of  ownership  satisfactory  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee; but  upon  the  death  of  the  owner  of  any  such 
deposit,  the  ownership  of  the  same  shall  vest  in  the 
Society,  unless,  at  the  time  of  making  the  deposit, 
other  conditions  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  depositor. 

ARTICLE  V. 

BOOKS  AND  MANUSCRIPT 

Section  1.  The  House  Committee,  subject  to  the 
general  authority  of  the  Executive  Committee,  shall 
have  direct  charge  and  care  of  the  books  and  manu- 
script owned  by  the  Society  or  loaned  to  it,  and  shall 
be  responsible  for  the  appointment  and  supervision  of 
the  Librarian. 

Section  2.  No  books,  pamphlets,  or  other  printed  or 
written  matter  belonging  to  the  Starr  Collection  shall 
be  loaned.  Books,  pamphlets,  and  other  printed  matter 
otherwise  owned  by  the  Society  or  deposited  in  its 
custody,  unless  restricted  by  conditions  of  gift  or  de- 
posit, may  be  loaned  only  to  another  historical  society 
or  to  a  library  to  be  used  in  its  own  building  and  then 
only  on  approval  of  the  House  Committee  of  this 
Society.  The  expenses  incurred  in  any  such  loan  shall 
be  paid  by  the  borrower. 

Section  3.  No  books,  manuscript  or  any  other 
material  belonging  to  the  Starr  Collection  shall  be 
loaned,  nor  shall  any  other  manuscript  material  owned 
by  this  Society  or  on  deposit  with  it. 
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Section  4.  The  use  for  research  or  other  purposes 
of  all  materials  belonging  to  the  Starr  Collection,  or 
otherwise  owned  by  the  Society  or  deposited  in  its 
custody  shall  be  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the 
House  Committee  and  under  the  immediate  and  con- 
stant supervision  and  inspection  of  the  Librarian  or 
the  Custodian. 

Section  5.  For  the  use  of  the  books,  manuscript, 
and  other  materials  in  the  Starr  Collection,  and  the 
Society's  materials  as  described  or  specified  in  section 
4,  a  charge  of  seventy-five  cents  an  hour  shall  be  made 
and  collected  by  the  Librarian  or  the  Custodian  super- 
vising the  work.  Of  this  hourly  fee  forty  cents  shall 
be  alloted  as  compensation  to  the  Librarian  or  the 
Custodian  and  the  remaining  thirty-five  cents  shall  be 
paid  into  a  seperate  account  maintained  by  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Society.  Disbursements  from  this  account 
shall  be  made  only  by  a  special  vote  of  the  Society. 
Members  of  the  Society  shall  be  required  to  pay  only 
the  forty  cents  fee  for  the  Librarian  or  the  Custodian. 

Section  6.  The  Custodian  shall  act  on  behalf  of  the 
Society  for  the  sale  of  copies  of  the  Starr  Ancestral 
Charts.  The  price  for  single  charts  shall  be  fifty  cents 
plus  postage.  For  six  copies  to  the  same  address,  the 
price  shall  be  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  plus  postage. 
For  twelve  copies  to  the  same  address  four  dollars 
plus  postage,  and  for  each  additional  copy  above 
twelve  at  the  rate  of  thirty  cents  each.  The  Custodian 
shall  receive  a  commission  of  twenty  per  cent  on  the 
sales.     The  balance  of  the  receipts  shall  be  paid  into 
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the    separate    account    of    the    Treasurer    established 
under  section  5. 

Section  7.  The  Librarian  and  the  Custodian  shall 
deposit  at  least  once  a  month  with  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Society  all  moneys  received  together  with  an  itemized 
statement;  and  the  Treasurer  shall  pay  each  month  the 
amount  of  fees  and  commissions  due  the  Librarian  or 
Custodian. 

ARTICLE  VL 

AMENDMENTS 

Section  1.  These  by-laws  may  be  altered,  amended, 
or  repealed  and  additional  by-laws  may  be  adopted  at 
any  meeting  of  the  Society  providing,  at  least  five  days 
before,  a  written  notice  of  the  proposed  change  has 
been  given  in  the  call  for  such  a  meeting,  or  the  pro- 
posed change  has  been  tentatively  approved  at  a  previ- 
ous meeting  and  placed  on  the  order  of  business.

It  is  of  interest  to  observe  that  Friday  next  marks  the 
Fortieth  Anniversary  of  the  birth  of  our  Society,  and  that 
of  the  sixty-three  who  were  named  in  the  Charter  ten  are 
now  Hving  and  two  have  died  during  the  elapsed  year. 

The  movement  for  the  formation  of  this  Society  grew 
out  of  the  celebration  of  the  Two  Hundred  and  Fiftieth 
Anniversary  of  the  settlement  of  Middletown.  At  that 
time  a  deep  and  extended  interest  was  aroused  in  the 
honorable  history  of  the  community  and  in  the  dis- 
tinguished records  of  a  large  number  of  its  citizens 
who  had  achieved  fame  by  the  quality  and  quantity  of 
their  contribution  to  the  civil  and  mihtary  history  of  the 
State  and  Nation.  To  quote  our  first  President,  the 
beloved  Dr.  Hazen, — 

"The   feeling  was  quite  genuine  that  a  society 

should  be  organized,  the  aim  of  which  should  be 

to   preserve   and   perpetuate   the   morals   of   our 

venerable  past,  as  well  as  to  take  into  its  custody 

the  countless  relics  of  other  days  that  are  now  in 

peril  of  loss,  or  of  ruin,  or  of  transfer  to  other 

localities,    to    whatever    extent    these    might    be 

committed  to  its  guardianship." 

During  its  early  years  the  Society  was  obliged  to  seek 

accommodations  for  its  meetings  by  virtue  of  the  courtesy 

of  other  local  societies  and  institutions  until  in   1907 
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Mrs.  Margaret  Sill  Hubbard  transferred  to  us  her 
ancestral  homestead  with  much  that  it  contained  for  use 
as  an  abiding  place  and  a  depository  for  our  scattered 
treasures. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  1907  appears  to  have  been  one 
of  the  brightest  years  in  the  Society's  career  as  the  mem- 
bers had  been  successful  in  making  a  substantial  be- 
ginning on  an  endowment  fund  and  the  membership  at 
the  end  of  the  year  was  one  hundred  and  nineteen.  This 
is  the  highest  figure  attained  by  our  membership  list 
during  the  forty  years.  Unfortunately,  the  list  has 
decreased  since  that  time,  practically  without  inter- 
ruption, until  one  year  ago  when  it  was  only  sixty-six. 
We  are  happy  to  report  that  our  net  gain  for  the  elapsed 
twelve  months  has  been  five,  so  that  we  now  have  seventy- 
one  names  on  the  active  list. 

During  this  time,  three  men  have  filled  the  office  of 
President;  two  the  office  of  First  Vice-President;  three 
that  of  Second  Vice-President;  eight  people  have  served 
as  Secretary,  and  six  as  Treasurer.  Three  men  in  parti- 
cular have  outstanding  records  in  office,  namely.  Dr. 
Hazen,  our  first  President,  who  served  in  that  capacity 
for  twenty-three  years,  to  be  succeeded  by  Mr.  William 
Walter  Wilcox,  Senior,  who  served  for  sixteen  years, 
and  Dr.  George  M.  Dutcher  who  on  this  occasion  com- 
pletes service  of  twenty-five  years  as  First  Vice-President. 
To  him  on  this  occasion  I  am  happy  to  extend  the  con- 
gratulations of  the  Society  and  its  appreciation  of  his 
devotion  to  its  interests. 

Looking  back  at  the  report  of  twenty-five  years  ago 
we    note    that    the   membership   was    then    exactly    one 
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hundred,  and  it  is  both  interesting  and  pleasing  to  ob- 
serve that  fifteen  of  those  members  are  still  Hving. 

As  we  come  together  for  this  particular  meeting,  we 
find  ourselves  profoundly  conscious  of  the  perils  which 
confront  our  American  way  of  living  in  a  world  which 
is  torn  by  war  and  revolution.  We  find  ourselves 
challenged  and  perplexed  by  the  encroachment  of  the 
powers  of  greed  and  despotism  upon  that  freedom 
established  by  those  noble  souls  who  gave  their  all  in  its 
behalf.  I  firmly  believe  that  societies  such  as  ours  must 
accept  a  full  measure  of  responsibility  to  strengthen  the 
moral  and  spiritual  vigor  of  our  people  by  awakening 
a  real  appreciation  of  the  glories  of  the  history  of  our 
community  and  our  nation  which  will  stir  them  to  a  new 
zeal  in  safeguarding  those  liberties  and  traditions  which 
are  the  most  precious  heritage  of  every  American.  To 
this  end  let  us  first  dedicate  ourselves  to  the  very  practical 
task  of  assisting  our  friends  to  a  full  appreciation  of  the 
opportunity  which  is  theirs  to  join  their  efforts  with 
ours  through  membership  in  this  organization.  These 
are  the  days  when  real  Americans  should  be  not  only 
willing,  but  enthusiastic  to  participate  in  the  privilege  of 
exploring  and  preserving  the  history  of  the  past  and  in 
helping  to  write  a  history  of  the  present  such  that  we 
need  not  be  ashamed  to  transmit  it  to  those  who  come 
after  us. 

During  the  past  year  Mr.  Bacon  has  completed  the 
settlement  of  the  estate  of  Mr.  Frank  Farnsworth  Starr, 
and  the  valuable  Starr  collection  of  books;  manuscripts 
and  relics  is  now  safely  housed  in  the  Society  rooms. 
Great  appreciation  is  due  Mr.  Bacon  for  the  painstaking 
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and  reverent  manner  in  which  he  has  endeavored  to 
carry  out  Mr.  Starr's  many  requests  and  to  safeguard 
for  us  the  material  which  is  ours  by  virtue  of  Mr.  Starr's 
bequests. 

For  many  days  and  weeks  Mr.  Bacon,  assisted  by  Mrs. 
Bacon,  Mrs.  EUzabeth  V.  Skinner,  Mrs.  Martha  Ben- 
ham,  Mrs.  Mary  B.  Evans,  Mrs.  Irving  West,  and  Mrs. 
Jennie  E.  Harrington,  labored  diligently  on  the  difficult 
task  of  arranging  and  cataloging  the  hundreds  of  books 
and  documents  which  were  removed  from  Mr.  Starr's 
late  home.  I  am  sure  that  I  speak  for  the  entire  member- 
ship when  I  say  to  these  loyal  workers  that  our  Society 
is  profoundly  grateful  for  their  devoted  service. 

A  small  sum  of  money  remained  available  after  the 
settlement  of  Mr.  Starr's  estate  and  this  is  being  used 
by  our  Finance  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  establish- 
ing the  Frank  Farnsworth  Starr  Memorial  Fund,  in 
compliance  with  his  request.  The  final  disposition  of 
Mr.  Starr's  home  presented  a  rather  difficult  problem 
and  our  Executive  Committee,  aided  by  a  few  other 
members  of  the  Society,  met  on  July  29,  August  15, 
August  21  and  August  30  to  discuss  various  plans. 
Finally  a  special  meeting  of  the  Society  was  called  on 
October  2  and  it  was  decided  to  sell  the  property  in  its 
then  existing  condition  rather  than  attempt  to  renovate  it 
and  speculate  on  the  probability  of  obtaining  a  larger 
price  at  some  later  date. 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  Society  were  held  in 
accordance  with  the  following  list: 

April  9,  Annual  Meeting,  Reports  and  election. 
May  14,  Routine  Business,  Adoption  of  revised  by-laws. 
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October  15.  This  was  devoted  entirely  to  a  discussion 
of  the  Society's  affairs  and  to  the  transaction  of  routine 
business  items.  After  completing  the  routine  business 
of  the  evening  we  elected  the  following  persons  to  be 
Honorary  Members  of  the  Society: 

Florence  S.  M.  Crofut  of  New  Haven 

Albert  C.  Bates  of  Hartford 

Samuel  H.  Fisher  of  Litchfield 

Charles  McLean  Andrews  of  New  Haven. 

In  extending  this  recognition  and  appreciation  to  these 
distinguished  laborers  in  the  field  of  historical  research 
we  have  done  honor  to  our  Society  as  well  as  to  them. 

November  21.  Mr.  Jared  Butler  Standish  of 
Wethersfield,  a  direct  descendent  of  Miles  Standish  of 
Mayflower  fame  and  a  local  historian  of  note,  addressed 
us  on  "A  change  in  the  River  and  an  early  Highway." 
He  illustrated  his  discourse  with  several  maps  and  photo- 
graphs and  addressed  us  for  over  an  hour  in  a  most 
interesting  and  instructive  manner. 

December  17.  Miss  Edna  Smith,  President  of  the 
Clinton  Historical  Society,  addressed  us  on  "The  Or- 
ganization and  Work  of  the  Clinton  Historical  Society." 
In  a  most  interesting  and  entertaining  manner,  she  told 
the  story  of  this  Society  which  she  played  a  prominent 
part  in  organizing  and  her  delightful  enthusiasm  was 
both  contagious  and  inspiring. 

January  21.  Miss  Jessie  Alsop,  one  of  our  own  mem- 
bers, and  for  several  years  our  efficient  Secretary,  gave 
a  delightful  address  on  "The  Old  Stone  Schoolhouse," 
located  in  the  Long  Hill  District.    Her  paper  revealed 
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a  vast  amount  of  original  research  and  was  thoroughly 
enjoyed  by  all  who  were  privileged  to  hear  it. 

February  18.  Dr.  Frank  E.  Potter,  another  of  our 
members,  addressed  us  on  'The  Past,  Present  and 
Future,  Viewed  at  Large."  Dr.  Potter's  discourse  con- 
tained much  of  philosophy  as  well  as  of  history  and  re- 
vealed that  maturity  of  thought  which  comes  from  years 
of  well-spent  contemplation  of  the  world  about  us.  The 
discourse  was  not  only  enjoyable  but  inspired  in  all  who 
heard  it  a  renewed  faith  in  those  values  which  are  eternal. 

March  18.  Our  Vice-President,  Dr.  George  M. 
Dutcher,  addressed  us  on  ''George  Washington's  Reputa- 
tion" and  in  a  masterly  presentation  of  a  timely  subject 
he  thoroughly  "debunked"  the  "debunkers."  Out  of  a 
wealth  of  research  he  gave  us  an  inspirational  picture  of 
the  life  and  character  of  the  Father  of  our  Country. 

On  two  occasions  during  the  period  since  our  last 
annual  meeting  death  has  brought  loss  to  us,  and  each 
of  the  deceased  was  listed  among  those  named  in  the 
original  charter  of  the  Society. 

Morris  Barker  Crawford,  for  forty-one  years  a  member 
of  the  Wesleyan  faculty,  died  at  the  Middlesex  Hospital 
on  October  9,  1940,  after  a  long  illness.  Professor 
Crawford  graduated  from  Wesleyan  in  1874  and  re- 
mained as  a  tutor  in  Mathematics  until  1877  when  he 
went  abroad  and  studied  for  three  years  in  the  Universi- 
ties of  Leipzig  and  Berlin.  He  returned  to  become  in- 
structor in  physics  at  Wesleyan  in  1880,  was  associate 
professor  in  1881,  and  professor  in  1884,  continuing  as 
Foss  professor  of  physics  until  1921  when  he  retired. 
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At  the  time  he  joined  the  Wesleyan  faculty  there  were 
but  eight  professors.  He  was  secretary  of  the  faculty 
from  1880  to  1882  and  again  from  1892  to  1895.  This 
was  at  a  time  when  the  secretary  had  to  do  all  the  work 
for  himself  as  no  stenographers  were  available  for  his 
assistance.  He  was  a  careful  and  skilled  scientist  in  one 
of  the  most  active  periods  of  scientific  development  in 
modern  history.  Professor  Crawford  is  credited  with 
having  been  the  first  in  Connecticut  to  take  an  X-Ray 
picture  of  a  broken  bone  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  a 
fracture,  the  picture  being  made  in  the  fall  of  1896  at  a 
fraternity  house  on  High  Street. 

A  kindly,  courteous,  Christian  gentleman,  his  familiar 
figure  was  often  seen  about  the  community  where  he  was 
held  in  high  esteem.  An  unusually  active  man  ever  since 
his  retirement,  Professor  Crawford  gave  much  of  his 
time  to  the  affairs  of  the  First  Methodist  Church  and  the 
Phi  Nu  Theta  Fraternity, 

An  article  in  the  "Press"  about  the  time  of  his  retire- 
ment in  1921  contains  the  following  significant  and 
appropriate  statement: 

"Of  the  men  whose  work  in  the  last  half  century 
has  contributed  to  make  Wesleyan  University 
what  it  is  today,  some  others  have  given  to  the 
college  more  of  the  lustre  which  comes  from 
conspicuous  achievement;  few,  if  any,  have  con- 
tributed a  larger  aggregate  of  useful  work;  none 
has  ever  given  his  services  to  the  college  in  a 
spirit  more  loyal  and  unselfish." 
On  the  morning  of  April  7,  1941  the  community  was 
startled  by  the  report  that  Colonel  Clarence  Seymour 
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Wadsworth  had  died  suddenly  during  the  night  in 
Royal  Victoria  Hospital  at  Montreal,  Canada.  He  had 
apparently  made  a  recovery  from  an  extended  illness 
which  afflicted  him  a  few  months  earlier,  when  he  was 
stricken  with  coronary  thrombosis. 

Colonel  Wadsworth  was  born  in  New  York  City, 
August  29,  1871,  the  son  of  Julius  and  Cornelia  De- 
Koven  Wadsworth.  After  attending  schools  in  New 
York  and  studying  abroad,  he  entered  Harvard  in  1892, 
subsequently  graduating  from  the  University  and  from 
the  Law  School,  being  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1899. 

He  married  Katherine  Hubbard,  daughter  of  Elijah 
Kent  Hubbard  of  this  city,  in  1897  and  after  completion 
of  his  law  course  they  went  to  New  York  City  to  reside. 
He  entered  the  12th  Regiment  of  the  New  York 
National  Guard  and  rose  to  the  rank  of  Colonel.  He 
was  in  command  of  the  regiment  at  the  Mexican  border 
in  1916,  and  when  it  was  absorbed  by  the  212th  Coast 
Artillery  upon  return  of  the  troops  to  New  York,  he 
retired  as  a  Reserve  Officer.  He  was  also  a  member  of 
the  famous  First  Corps  Cadets  of  Boston  and  of  the 
First  Company,  Governor's  Foot  Guard  of  Connecticut. 

Colonel  Wadsworth  was  an  honored  member  of  many 
Clubs,  Literary,  and  Patriotic  Societies  in  Conneticut  and 
in  New  York.  Locally  he  was  a  Ufe  member  of  the 
Middletown  Lodge  of  Elks  and  of  the  various  Masonic 
bodies,  as  well  as  a  Charter  and  Life  member  of  our 
Society.  In  late  years,  extended  absences  from  the  com- 
munity prevented  his  active  participation  in  our  affairs, 
but  a  scrutiny  of  our  Proceedings  indicates  that  he  gave 
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generously    of    his    time    and    talents    in    the    Society's 
earlier  years. 

His  interest  caused  him  to  retain  ownership  of  the 
DeKoven  property  on  Washington  Street  which  was 
once  the  home  of  many  distinguished  members  of  the 
family.  He  was  actively  interested  in  our  parks  and 
playgrounds,  served  for  many  years  on  the  Park  Com- 
mission; and  donated  the  use  of  a  large  plot  of  land  be- 
hind the  DeKoven  house  for  a  playground  which  bears 
his  name.  In  addition  to  membership  on  the  Park 
Commission  of  the  city,  he  accepted  election  to  the  State 
Senate  from  the  33rd  District  in  1933. 

Colonel  Wadsworth  built  a  mansion  at  Long  Hill  and 
developed  one  of  the  largest  estates  in  Connecticut.  The 
magnificent  house  is  surrounded  with  beautifully  land- 
scaped grounds  and  affords  an  extensive  view  of  distant 
points.  The  street  leading  to  the  entrance  to  "Long 
HilT'  bears  the  Wadsworth  name. 

Although  in  recent  years  he  had  resided  in  Bermuda 
and  in  Montreal,  his  interest  and  support  were  still  kept 
available  to  this  community.  To  Mrs.  Wadsworth  and 
to  his  two  sons  we  express  our  sincere  sympathy,  as  we 
sadly  acknowledge  the  loss  of  this  distinguished  citizen. 
We  are  grateful  that  men  of  his  stature  were  interested 
members  of  our  Society. 

In  belief  that  it  is  very  much  a  part  of  our  obligation 
to  the  community  to  be  alert  to  anniversaries  of  towns, 
churches,  and  local  affairs  of  general  interest,  I  appointed 
a  Committee  to  extend  the  cooperation  of  the  Society  to 
the  Town  of  Portland,  which  observes  its  centennial 
during  1941.  This  Committee  consists  of  Judge  Frank  D. 
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Haines,  Miss  Jessie  D.  Alsop  and  Mr.  Carlyle  Bell.  It 
will  be  appreciated  if  the  full  membership  of  our  Society 
will  accept  the  responsibility  of  bringing  to  the  attention 
of  the  Society's  officers  any  anniversary  observances  in 
which  we  may  be  of  assistance,  and  by  virtue  of  which 
additions  may  be  made  to  the  material  which  the  Society 
is  preserving  for  the  future. 

Much  local  history  remains  to  be  explored  and  placed 
on  the  printed  page  for  preservation,  and  I  would  like 
the  Society  to  give  consideration  to  the  matter  of  making 
available  cash  prizes  to  be  awarded  to  those  members  of 
the  High  Schools  in  Middlesex  County  who  produce 
essays  of  sufficient  merit  on  matters  of  local  history  as 
to  constitute  a  worthy  addition  to  the  records  of  the 
County.  Should  the  Society  look  with  favor  upon  this 
suggestion,  it  would  be  necessary  to  have  suitable  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  contest  prepared  by  competent 
persons.  In  this  connection,  I  believe  that  a  photograph 
contest  might  well  be  sponsored  by  our  Society  with  the 
idea  of  awarding  prizes  for  photographs  of  things  of 
historic  interest  in  the  County. 

Along  this  line  I  believe  that  Middlesex  County  is  far 
behind  in  the  matter  of  providing  suitable  markers  at 
historic  points  and  that  this  is  another  matter  to  which 
we  might  well  dedicate  our  efforts.  I  am  sure  that  all 
of  us  have  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  reading  similar  mark- 
ers in  our  travels  about  the  country,  and  that  they  make 
a  real  contribution  to  interest  in  local  history  as  well 
as  constituting  something  of  a  tribute  to  those  men  and 
events  which  they  commemorate. 

During  the  past  year  our  attendance  has  been  reason- 
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ably  satisfactory  and  I  believe  that  the  interest  of  our 
membership  is  continuing.  Certainly  the  interest  of  my 
associates  in  positions  of  responsibility  in  the  Society  is 
beyond  question,  and  I  take  this  occasion  to  express  my 
very  real  appreciation  to  these  associates  in  general,  and 
to  Mr.  Bacon,  Mr.  Bell,  Mrs.  Benham  and  Mrs.  Skinner 
in  particular.  At  all  times  they  have  been  loyal, 
courteous,  and  very  capable  in  serving  the  interests  of 
this  organization. 

It  is  my  hope  that  the  time  may  not  be  far  distant 
when  our  funds  and  increased  membership  will  permit 
that  the  rooms  of  the  Society  may  be  opened  to  the 
public  on  one  or  more  days  of  each  week.  In  this  man- 
ner there  will  be  aroused  a  more  general  interest  in  the 
Society  and  a  better  knowledge  of  the  riches  which  we 
possess.  It  seems  to  me  that  as  a  matter  of  ethics  we 
have  an  obligation  in  this  direction  to  the  community 
and  to  posterity.  I  quote  from  an  address  of  our  first 
President,  Dr.  A.  W.  Hazen: — 

"At  the  same  time,  we  need  the  sympathy  and  the 
aid  of  a  larger  number  of  our  intelligent  citizens, 
that  we  may  accomplish  the  most  for  the  town 
and  the  county.  This  is  no  corporation  seeking 
its  own  advancement  alone.  It  is  here  to  serve 
the  interests  of  the  entire  district  of  the  Common- 
wealth in  which  it  has  its  home.  To  this  end  we 
should  have  members  in  all  our  towns  who  shall 
help  us  in  securing  funds,  as  well  as  historic 
memorials." 

During  the  elapsed  year  members  and  friends  of  the 
Society  have  generously  given  and  loaned  many  publica- 
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tions  and  relics  of  great  value,  which  we  acknowledge 
with  most  grateful  appreciation.  A  list  of  these  valuable 
acquisitions  will  be  appended  to  the  published  report. 
Cooperation  of  this  character  increases  the  value  of  our 
collections  not  only  to  ourselves  but  to  the  community 
which  we  serve  and  to  those  who  will  come  after  us. 

In  this  connection,  I  wish  to  direct  your  attention  once 
again  to  the  great  importance  of  adding  new  members  to 
the  Society  from  each  and  every  community  in  the  county 
to  the  end  that  our  membership  may  be  truly  representa- 
tive and  sufficiently  large  to  enable  us  to  render  a  full 
measure  of  service. 

Ex-President  Woodrow  Wilson,  who  was  one  time  an 
honored  citizen  of  Middletown,  once  said: — 

"The  right  and  vital  sort  of  local  history  is  the 
sort  which  may  be  written  with  lifted  eyes — the 
sort  which  has  an  horizon  and  outlook  upon  the 
world.  The  significance  of  local  history  is,  that 
it  is  part  of  a  greater  whole." 

At  another  time  he  said: — 

"A  spot  of  local  history  is  like  an  inn  upon  a 

highway;  it  is  a  stage  upon  a  far  journey;  it  is 

a  place  the  national  history  has  passed  through. 

There  mankind  has  stopped  and  lodged  by  the 

way.    Local    history    is    thus    less    than    national 

history  only  as  the  part  is  less  than  the  whole — 

only  in  the  sense  in  which  each  leaf  of  a  book  is 

subordinate  to  the  volume  itself." 

Through  the  work  of  our  Society  let  us  be  stirred  to  a 

zeal  which  will  inspire  others  with  that  sense  of  patriotic 

devotion  which  will  bring  about  the  destruction  of  the 
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false  and  shallow  philosophy  which  is  so  much  in 
evidence,  and  result  in  a  rededication  to  that  spirit  of 
self-reliance  and  sacrifice  of  immediate  self-interest  for 
the  common  welfare,  which  built  America.  Thus  may  we 
make  a  real  contribution  to  that  faith  in  God  and 
Country  which  will  preserve  America  and  those  liberties 
to  which  societies  such  as  ours  are  a  living  monument.

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Middlesex  County  Histori- 
cal Society  was  held  April  9th,  1940,  there  were  eleven 
members  present.  Officers  for  the  coming  year  were 
elected,  and  it  was  voted  that  an  annual  report  be  printed 
and  a  copy  sent  to  each  member  of  the  Society. 

At  the  May  14th  meeting  of  the  Society  it  voted  to 
adopt  the  revised  By-Laws.  These  new  By-Laws  have 
many  changes,  and  fit  the  affairs  of  the  Society  as  it  is 
run  today  much  better  than  the  old  ones  that  were 
revised  in  1932. 

They  provide  for  a  charge  for  consulting  the  Societies 
records,  and  also  a  small  compensation  for  the  custodian, 
so  that  all  records  will  have  care  while  being  used. 

The  Starr  Room  is  so  nearly  completed  that  the 
records  in  it  may  be  used  by  the  public.  There  are  a  few 
things  yet  to  do,  but  these  do  not  hinder  persons  looking 
for  information. 

In  the  past  year  we  have  had  five  meetings  with 
speakers,  two  special  meetings.  The  Executive  Committee 
have  had  three  special  meetings. 

During  the  year  the  Society  has  received  twenty  three 
articles  given  the  Society,  and  thirty  six  articles  loaned 
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the  Society.     These  have  all  been  acknowledged  with 
the  thanks  of  the  Society. 

Our  President,  Mr.  Packard,  has  given  the  Society 
three  beautiful  Show  Cases  with  glass  shelves  that  will 
greatly  help  to  make  our  exhibits  more  attractive.

During  this  past  year  your  Librarian  has  had  the 
pleasure  of  helping  to  arrange  and  catalogue  the  library 
left  to  the  Society  by  Mr.  Starr. 

A  great  amount  of  worth-while  knowledge  can  be 
obtained  through  the  many  Genealogies,  Grave-stone 
Inscriptions,  Church  Records,  Histories  of  many  Con- 
necticut Cities  and  Towns,  Etc. 

We  have  Family  Genealogies  in  Manuscript  form,  of 
approximately  34,400  sheets.
